And "DON'T YOU FORGET IT." 


He who lives in the country and 


has no aeparagus bed has at least 
one sin of omiaaion on his conscience 
for which he can never give an ade- 
quate excuse. 'Someare under the 
delusion that an asparagus bed is an 
abtruse garden problem and an ex- 
pensive Tnmry. Far from it. The 
plants can be obtained from any 
seedsman at slight cost. I have one 
large bed that almost yields a daily 
supply from the middle of April 
till late in June, and I shall make 
another bed next spring in this sim- 
ple way: As early as the ground is 
dry enough—the sooner the better— 
I shall choose some warm, early, but 
deep soil, enrich it well, and then 
on one side oi the plot open a fur- 
row or trench eight inches deep. 
Down this furrow I shall scatter a 
heavy coat of rotted compost and 
hen run a plow or pointed hoe 
through it again. By this process 
the earth and compost are mingled 
and the earth rendered about six 
inches deep. Along its side one 
foot apart, I will place one-year-old 
plants, spreading out the roots and 
taking care to keep the crown, or 
top of the plant, five inches below 
the surface when level; then half-fill 
the furrows over the plants, and 
when the young shoots are well up, 
fill the furrow even. I shall make 
the furrows two feet apart, and after 
planting as much space as I wish, 
the bed is made for the next fifty 
years. In my father's garden there 
was a good bed over fifty years old 
The young shoots should not be out 
for the first two years, and only 
sparingly the third year, on the 
same principle that we do not put 
young colts at work. The aspara- 
gus is a marine plant, and dustings 
of salt sufficient to kill the weeds will 
promote its growth.—Harper's Hag-

Shipments of live cattle and fresh 


beef from this country to England 
continue to increase, not only from 
this port but from New York, the 
statistics of the latter port for the 
first three months of this year show- 
ing 12,000 head of cattle shipped, 
at a value of $1,125,000; 5,236 sheep 
valued 
at 
$53,425; 16,857,508 


pounds of fresh beef, valued at 1,- 
457,750; and 482,000 pounds of 
mutton, valned at $34,200. It is 
said by men in the business that 
American shippers have no compet- 
itors in the business who will ever 
materially interfere with them. A 
few shipments of beef have gone to 
England from Australia but the 
venture was a failure, the beef ar- 
riving in bad condition from the 
long voyage. The distance between 
the two countries must always ren- 
der competition from that source 
unprofitable and extremely small. 
The only countries that could ever | 
offer America serious competition 
in the cattle trade are those of South 
America.

Caugkt After Mini D»yi. 


Samuel McElrath, one of the daring 


desperadoes who went through Bcroggina 
& Sawyer's bank at Mt. Pulaski, April 
23,1879, who was captured at St. Louis 
soon afterward by Sheriff Hitchcock, of 
Peoria, and lodged in the Logan county 
jail, from which he subsequently ejected 
iia escape, was recaptured in Chicago the 
other day, and is now behind the bars in 
the Logan county jail. This case is of 
interest to oar readers, because at the 
time the robbery was committed the deed 
created unusual excitement here, and be- 
cause it was thought some Decatur thug 
lad a hand in the operation. The cir- 
cumstances of the robbery are about as 
follows: At 2 o'clock on the merning of 
April 23, 1879, Walter Sawyer, junior 
member of the firm of Scroggins & Sawyer, 
and president of the Mt. Pulaski Bank, 
was awakened by the knocking at the 
front door of his residence, and upon re- 
sponding he was met by three masked 
men, 
who threatened his life, gagged 


him, and two of them forced him to take 
them to the bank and open it, while a 
third one took charge of Mrs. Sawyer to 
prevent an alarm being ipven. The safe 
contained from $30,000 to (90,000 in cash 
and bonds, and a time lock, recently put 
on, saved it. The depredators, however, 
got away with about $150 in change, and 
left Sawyer at the bank. The robbery 
was not discovered until business hours. 
McElrath was arrested in St. Louis for 
the job and f uily identified -at Mt. Pu- 
laski. In May, 1879, he broke jail at 
Lincoln and escaped with two other bad 
men. McElrath went to Chicago where 
he managed to escape recognition, until 
he was captured on a canal boat.
